Enclosed Is a memorandum from the Joints Chief a of 
la response to your letter to General Twining, dated 11 July 
1959, regarding additional military preparatory Measures in 
connection vita Berlin Contingency Planning. 

The Departaent of Defense considers that the Measures listed 
in the annex to the Joint Chiefs of Staff memorandum are, in 
general, of a nature which would tend to Increase Soviet recog- 
nition of our detersdnatioa to maintain our rights in Berlin. The 
execution of say of these Measures, of course, would be dependent 
upon the progress of negotiations and existing circumstances. 

The Departaent of Defense concurs In and emphasises the 
opinion of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, contained in paragraph 2, 
regarding the effectiveness of "quiet preparatory measures" 
not detectable by the Free World public. It is considered that 
such measures alone will commamee neither Free World public 
opinion, nor Soviet leaders of our determination, even though 
detected by hostile Intelligence. Thus their value is of a 
questionable nature. 

A trlpartitely assembled list of more elaborate measures to 

i 1 manifest the determination and readiness of the Tripartite Powers 
has been received from General Iterated' s LIVE OAK Group and is 
under study by the Joint Staff. As soon as the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff submit their comments, you will be Informed.
